Leonard Reidbout, assistant manag- 
er of the American Book company in 
New York, who has entire charge of 
the foreign business of the company, 
swore that the American Book com- 
pany had no interest, financially or 
otherwise in the Morang company, 
nor in the Morang contract with the 
Sahkatchewan government. In fact

ers. His company had no interest in 
them whatever. The Morang com- 
pany was not in any way finaneed by 
the American Book company. Morang 
campany hed never borrowed a dollar 
from them nor never asked for a dol- 
lar from them. The Alexandra Tead- | 
ers were not made in the shops of} 
the American Book company andj 
there was not a penny of American 
Book company capital in them, Neith- 
er was any shareholder of the Ameri- 
can Book company interested in the 
Morang company, nor of the Morang 


company in the American Book com- | 
pany and the American Book com-| 
pany had not profited in any way 
from the Morang contract with the 


Saskatchewan government.

In reply to Mr. Haultain, Mr. Reid- 
bout said that although not a director!

knew the company had no agreements 
with or were interested in the con- 
cerns. Asked further by Mr. Haul- 
tain whether it would not be possible 
fey the American Pook y to 
be connected with any. other coneern, 
in the same line of business, witness | 
replied that it would not, because such | 
on arrangement would be contrary to| 
the law of some of the States. The! 
law of certain States forbade any ar- 
rangement, such as had been suggest-! 
ed, and if sueh an arrangement ex-| 
isted, the Americen Book compuny 
would be debarred from doing busi-! 
ness in many States of the Union, be-! 
» if they hadla financial arr ige- |} 
ment with, jor example, the Morang 
Educational company, they could not 
make an affidavit, such as the States 
required, to the efieet that they did! 
not have any financial arrangement 
with any other coacern. He had seen! 
the affidavits made ‘by the president 
and secretary of the American Book! 
company to the effect that they had 
no sueh arrangement with any com-

London, March 10—In the House of | 
Commons today Col. Seeley declared that | 
in regard to Imperial defence there was 
\ complete agreement between Hon, Mr. 
Haldane, and Canada and Australia. He 
thought it highly desirable that there 
should be an interchange of scientific 
thought in view of the common system 
cf leadership in war, 

Ben. H. Morgan, speaking of the devel- 
opment of trade within the empire at 
colonial institute last night, said one 
bar to progress was in the self-govern- 
ing colonies. In India for instance, 
there were considerably over fifteen hun 
dred paid representatives of foreign na- 
tions, who kept their governments post- 
ed for an opening for trade. On the other 
hand Britain had less than ten such re 
presentatives in India. He added that 
the time had come when Britain should 
make it her business to establsh and 
maintain cheap and rapid transport by 
rail and sea throughout the Empire. He 
was followed by BE. R. Turnbull of Can- 
ada who spoke of the British merchants’ 
lack of enterprise in opening up new

monton should not have a lacrosse team 
that would be a credit to the city and 
a source of amusement and exercise for

Last year jacrosse was neglected in 
Edmonton, A few of the more enthusi- 
astic followers of the game turned out 
to practice a few evenings on the base- 
ball diamond but nothing ever came of 
. There are enouen old players in the 
city to pick out two good teams right 
now, and as soon as the game is started 
there will doubtless be dozens of others 
who would turn out and help the game 
along. 

Edmonton is veally the home of la- 
crosse in Alberta and the public would 
certainly support an amateur lacrosse 
team as well as or better than profes: 
sional baseball or hockey. In 1907 there 
was a good team in Edmonton and even 
with very little push the receipts were 
something over $1,000 as opposed to $200 
in 1906. This shows that a good lacrosse 
{vam in Edmonton would more than pay 
expenses. In 1907 the Edmonton team 
really won the DeVeber Shield, emblem- 
atic of the lacrosse championship of Al 
berta, but were beaten out by the action 
of the provincial executive in awarding 
a game to Calgary, which Edmonton 
could not play on account of wet 
grounds. Diamond Park would be good 
grounds for practise and there is little 
doubt but that the Baseball Club would 
be quite willing to rent these grounds 
when not in use to a lacrosse club. The 
professional baseball team will be away 
trom the city a large part of the sum- 
mer, giving a lacrosse team plenty of op- 
portunity for practice games and 
matches, 

There are a number of enthusiastic 
and active supporters of lacrosse in Ed- 
monton, who are probably only waiting 
for some one to take the initiative in the 
matter of organization. It might he a 
good idea for the old executive of 1907 
to call a general meeting of lacrosse en- 
thusiasts after the provincial elections 
are over to discuss the question.
